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EQUIP THE NORTHERN PORT. 


While it is important from every point of view 
—and especially from that of the National rail- 
ways—that the port of Vancouver should be effi- 
ciently and sufficiently equipped to handle wheat 
from the prairies, it is well to remember that Can- 
ada has another Pacific port—Rupert—which is 
the terminus of another and an important section 
of the National railways. The harbor and railway 
advantages of Rupert are at least equal to those 
of Vancouver, except that the haul from the 
prairie is 180 miles longer. It would be of great 
udvantage to vessels bringing cargoes to Rupert, 
Stewart or to Alaskan ports, if they could get a 
return cargo, or part cargo, of grain. There is & 
great trans-Pacific trade in lumber in which the 
port of Rupert has a large share. Lumber is light 
and bulky. Alone it makes a high freight charge 
necessary. Grain is heavy and compact. Lumber 
and grain together will give a satisfactory loading 
and therefore a moderate ocean rate on both the 
Jumber and the grain. This is good for industry, 
trade, and transportation, and therefore should be 
provided for—must be provided for if the Nation- 
ul railway, the Pacific ports and Alberta farmers 
are to come into their own, 

The active campaign put on by Vancouver and 
its press brought good results. The northern port 
should follow the example, and should be support- 
ed by Edmonton and all points along the railway 
both west and east. The cost of a moderate meas- 
ure of elevator accommodation at Rupert need not 
be excessive. Ocean trade to that port is limited as 
yet. But there must be elevator accommodation 
or grain cannot be handled there and the trade 
cannot be developed. A start cannot be made too 
soon. 

To improve as greatly as possible the facilities 
for ocean trade, there should be adequate coal 
bunkerage provided at Rupert. The best steam 
coal from the mountain mines on the national rail 
way and its branches wast of Edmonton can be

is to bring any political reward. The reduction 
of salaries and indemnities is all right as a begin- 
ning, but only as such. Unless the members are 
prepared to follow that by going through the 
estimates and scaling down expenditure every- 
where in proportion the result will bring no rolief 
to the over-burdened taxpayer. It will profit noth- 
ing though the ‘‘pay’’ of the Ministers is cut and 
the indemnities reduced if the House proceeds to 
sanction a budget totalling up to the twenty-six 
millions voted last year. The Provincial Govern- 
ment could carry on all its essential functions at 
the cost of less than half that amount, and that is 
quite all that the taxpayers can spare under pres- 
ent circumstances. Unless the members are will- 
ing to go at the spending program ‘‘with an axe’’ 
they may as well collect all the indemnity money 
they can between now and election day 


BONUSING INDUSTRIES. 

The Municipal Law Committee of the Legisla- 
ture has decided to allow the City of Calgary to 
grant a low fixed rate of assessment to the Imper- 
ial Oil Company in consideration of the company 
establishing its proposed oil refinery in that city. 
The concession amounts of course to the granting 
of a bonus, of uncertain amount but of real and 
very considerable value. If it had no such value 
the refusal of the concession would not cause the 
company to locate elsewhere, and the offer of the 
tax exemption would not secure the enterprise to 
Calgary. The logic of it is tha’ the refinery goes 
to Calgary because Calgary gives the exemption; 
and that if the exemption w-re not given 1t would 
go somewhere else. 

In assenting to this arrangement the Commit- 
tee departs from the spirit—and probably also 
violates the legal effect—of certain charter 
restrictions which the Legislature ten years ago 
imposed upon the cities of the province in respect 
to the granting of bonuses as a means of attract- 


ing industrial concerns. It would be supposed that | 


having suspended those restrictions in the case of 
one city they would be repealed, and all the cities 
thus left free to offer tax exemption, or a low 
fixed rate of taxation, as a bonus for the estab- 
lishment of local industries. Whether that is 
desirable or not is aside from the point. The thing 
having been done on behalf of one city, the others 
are entitled to expect that they wil! be allowed 
equal freedom of action. 

For some reason the Committe does not seem 
to be disposed to deal with the cities generally in 
this way, at present. It was proposed in one of 


restrictions be relaxed in regard to all the cities, 
to the extent of allowing them to grant tax 
exemptions as a means of coaxing industries. Ob- 
jections were raised, however, and this clause was 
withdrawn. The southern city thus in the 
favored position of having been given more than it 
asked for.

Bill Introduced by Hon. Mrs. Parlby Is Given Its First Reading 


Basis of Complaint Under Act Is Said to Be Very lth
